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PEACE REIGNS. 


No Farther Disturbances Reported 
at the Homestead Mills. 


The Locked Out Workmen in Undis- 
turbed Control . 


GOV. PATTISON WILL NOT CALL OUT THE 
MILITARY. 


Result of the Visit to the State Executive 
—Arbitration Suggested as a Road Out 
of the Difficulty—Carnegie Is in Close 
Communication With His Mill Mana- 
gers—What Robert Pinkerton Says of 
His System. : 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., July 9.—The third morn- 
ine since the terrible conflict that waged 
along the banks of the swift-running Monon- 
gahela opened blissfully quiet and sweet, 
with no excitement, no wild aiarm and no 
scenes of disorder to violently agitate the 
sensitive nerves of Homestead. The day 
opened clear and mildly warm as it opened 
on each day of the latter phase of the trouble 
and the wind gently swayed the leaves of 
the fine old trees which give beauty, comfort 
and picturesqueness to this usually indus- 
trious and prosperous mill town. The splen- 
did weather has been a godsend to the place, 
with dark, cloudy and wet nights in which 
all movements would have appeared suspi- 
cious to.an alert and watchful people. It 
would not have been surprising had more 
than one untoward tragedy occurred to be 
lamented. The nights have been bright and 
the pickets have thus far had no reason to 
suspect that more was going on by strangers 
than was visible to them. 

The forced absence from town of several 
newspaper men and threats against others 
have been the chief things ofinterest. There 
is no quieter place than Homestead, and 
there will probably continue to be order and 
respect for property and citizens and absence 
of violence aslongas the present situation 
continues. When an attempt is made to 
change the order of things which has pre- 
vailed for the past three daystrouble may 
come, but until the nature/of the change Is 
apparent no prediction can be made as to 
what will happen. That achange must come 
from the present status of public affairs In 
Homestea’d is obvious. The town Is at pres- 
ent under the absolute control of any person 
whom the locked out men may care to select 
as leader, andthe members of the Amalga- 
mated Association cannot but realize, as 
their speeches yesterday would indicate, 
that this anomalous condition of 
things must give way. It is hoped 
that a peaceful and generally satis- 
factory agreement may be reached by which 
the change when it comes will be without 
disturbance. The menat present are simply 
lying on their oars, readyto make a move 
when something new makes it necessary. 

DANGER BENEATH THE SURFACE. 

The danger lies in the fact that beneath the 
surface quiet there isa smoldering feeling, 
which a spark may ignite unfortunately, and 
it may be at even the most inopportune time 
for the strikers themselves. This danger is 
increased by the fact that the men seem to 
be drifting away from their leaders. This 
was shown by the failure of yesterday’s 
mass meeting to adopt the suggestion 
ot the leaders that the Sheriff be per- 
mitted to bring his deputies in and 
by the action of some strikers who constitu- 
ted themselves a committee to bounce news- 
paper men. Thecontrolof the leaders has 
been greatly loosened by their absence from 
town on many missions ofimportance. Last 
night a number of them were away in Har- 
risburg and other work has practically dis- 
solved the Advisory Committee that for a 
time kept the reins of me well held. 
Mast of them are againin t city and en- 
deavoring to assert their influence to secure 
unity of intelligent and well-directed ac- 


tion, 
The result of the conference of the leaders 


with Gov. Pattison is very satisfactory to the 
men, who have secured all that they could 
have expected. The committee which vis- 
itea Harrisburg returned to the city this 
morning. Hugh O’Donnell was asked what 
opinion he had ofthe result. He said: 

**We were received very nicely and the re- 
sult of our visit is entirely satisfactory. ’’ 

Arrangements are making to reorganize 
the Advisory Committee and again get things 
in order, so that none butthe proper -repre- 
sentatives of the mill men will assume to act 
forthe men. A number of the locked-out 
men deprecate the actions of yesterday in 
holding up newspaper men and others, and 
say means will be devised so that people may 
establish their identity and not be suspected 
of being disguised detectives. In explana- 
tion of the unfortunate proceedings they say 
the men are excusable because of the many 
untrue reports that gained circulation. They 
are especially provoked over the report that 
they have dynamite ready to blow up the 
bridge or the works on the appearance ofa 
force. 

‘*«We are not Anarchists,’’ said one of the 
men this morning, ‘‘and you can hardly 
blame us for the feeling displayed in this 
matter when absolutely false statements like 
that are made. Weare engaged in no such 
business.’’ 

About 2 o’clock this morning a number of 
men were noticed loitering along the shore 
across the river. They could give no satisfac- 
tory explanation of their presence and were 
promptly taken to Braddock and put on a 
train. Noinjury to them was attempted. 

BUSINESS RESUMED. 

Business is resumed, and the bar-rooms, 
which were closed again, all are now open. 
The big strike isthe only thing thought of, 
and everyone from the schoolboy to the 
business man is giving the situation a most 
thorough consideration. The questions are: 
What will come next? How isthis thing going 
to be settied?. Even after the loss of many 
lives, and the serious wounding of dozens of 
men, not a thing has been accomplished 
towards the betterment ofconditions. The 
situation is just where it was before the 
Pinkerton boats were towed up the river. 
Themen have gained a victory over a body 
ot men, but have not bettered their chances 
for settlement of the strike in their fayor. 
- The victory has given the men new courage 
and bas shown the company how Ceter- 


» . mined the men areto win. 


What is puzzling the people of this section 


set forth by the men, not the least trouble 
will result. : 
The majority of the men say that it is 
necessary for the Sheriff to take charge, as 
they claim the men have not taken posses- 
sion of the company’s property and the com- 
pany’s watchmen are still in charge of the 
plant. If the Sheriff comes here and takes 
charge, what good will itdo? The company 


cannot Operate the plant as long as the men 


can prevent it, and they say that the Sheriff 
cannot get enough men in the county to come 
here tocope with the men. In that case the 
mill would remain idle and something would 
have to be done. The company seems as de- 
termined to win the strike as the men and it 
will take more than county authorities to 
protect the mill in case an attempt Is made 
to put in new men. That is the way the 
majority of Homestead people, outside of 
the mill-workers, look at the trouble, All 
agree that no oné knows where it will end. 
It being such an important fight for the 
Amalgamated Association, a settlement is 
not Hable to be reached by compromise be- 
fore some other action has taken place at the 
scene of trouble. 

A more determined body of men never took 
a stand on a labor question, and they claim 
they are fighting for home and family more 
than anythingelse. They are mostly men 
who have been here for years and have in- 
vested their savings in homes which they 
now fear they will nave to abandon in case 
the companyjwins the strike. When the alarm 
was sounded Thursday night that more Pink- 
ertons werecoming, three women were seen 
making their way to the river with guns. 
One had a Winchester rifie, which was taken 
from the Pinkertons, They were relieved of 
their guns before they had proceeded far, 
but it was against their will. 

TO- DAY’S PROGRAMME. 

It was decided at a late hour last night by 
the Amalgamated officials to have another 
meeting at headquarters to-day. President 
Wiehe, Vice-President Garland and other of- 
ficials will be present, and itis thought that 
they will advise that the Sheriff be allowed to 
place deputies in charge of the work. 

Sheriff McCleary will do nothing in the 
Homestead matter to-day. He hasexhausted 
all his means and will await developments. 
It is now certain that no posse will be taken 
there. 

The Sheriff in speaking on this subject said: 
‘*It is impossible for me to geta posse. That 
has been fuliy demonstrated. Even ifI could 
get 500 men to act as deputies they would be 
resisted. The strikers say this themselves. 
They will not give up possession of the mill 
only conditionally, and las Sheriff could not 
take itthat way. Just what I will do,I can 
not say. Ipositively wili not take men up 
there to be killed.’’ 

‘*Will you again ask the aid ofthe Govern- 
ment?’’ 

‘*I do not know. Ihave asked for assist- 
ance four times already, and it has not 
come. Iam hoping for the best, however, 
and will do nothing until Ican do something 
that is effective.’’ 

Much excitement was created in McKees- 
port this morning when a detachment ofthe 
Homestead Guards passed through that city 
about 8 o’clock. The men were armed with 
Winchester rifies and marched out Fifth ave- 
nue toward Reynoldton. They said nothing 
and it is supposed they are bound for some 
point up the river to watch for supposed 
arrivais of Pinkertons or non-union men. 
They were not halted. 

DOING GUARD DUTY. 

Picket duty is beginning to tell upon the 
locked outmen. They looked more wearied 
this morning than since the riot and the 
guards straggle around as though complete- 
ly exhausted. The very numerous false 
alarms have kept most of the men from 
securing any continuous sleep, sothatnota 
few have not slept twelve honrs since last 
Tuesday. Themen, however, never shirk 
their guard duty and not one bas yet been 
caught asleep at his post. 

Around the mill this morning the same un- 
ceasing surveillance prevails,and when it was 
reported that the firm was about to send in 
some laboring men and carpenters to make 
repairs, the guards at the gates were 
doubled. Itcan be said that to-day there is 
amore pacific feeling locally towards the 
authorities than has prevailed since the ar- 
rival of the Pinkertons. Sheriff McCleary 
made a good impression among the men 
whom he came in contact with yesterday af- 
ternoon, and his denial of collusion in send- 
ing the Pinkertons here is generally accepted 
by the men who are loth to believe 
such a charge against their chief. At 
another meeting to-day it is possible that the 
Sheriff will be invited to take charge of the 
steel works. Even though he does there will 
undoubtedly be further trouble here if the 
Carnegie Steel Co. attempt to bring non- 
union men in to take the places of the 
strikers. The menare as determined to go 
back to their old places as they were at the 
beginning of the trouble. 

Curiously enough the trouble here has not 
effected the business in the slightest. The 
men generally had money saved when they 
were locked out and can pay cash for a long 
time to come without calling for strike bene- 
fits. Afterward the merchants who sympa- 
thize with the men promise and proffer un- 
limited credit. 

‘*It has now got to a question of endurance. 
That is the situation. Weon our side have 
morality, perfect order and intelligent men, 
determined to stand firm. Onthe other side 
they have millions of money. Next, there 
will be no blowing up of things with dyna- 
mite; we are not of the anarchistic stripe. 
Should it come tothe worst we would take 
up our things and walk out of the town.’’ 

This was the statement made by a locked- 
out man, who is entitled to speak for the 

workmen. There was no reason why his 
name should not be given except that the 
men are anxious that this should not be 
done. There will be a number of conferences 
held by them during the day. Most of 
these will take place in lodge meetings 
of the labor organizations, where the 
obligations of secrecy are more binding than 
atany other place. The committee which 
was appointed yesterday at the mass meet- 
ing to consider what should be done about 
the admission of deputies to the works has 
made no report, and it was said that no con- 
tinuation of the meeting was in prospect. 

* EAR OF SURPRISE. 

There is constantly present among the men 
a fear of a surprise on the part of the 
Pinkertons. Reports have been received 
and find credence among the men that there 
are scattered all around through the 
towns of Pennsylvania large num- 
bers of strangers, anc. precautions 
are being taken to be i informed 
through the truste4’ men in the labor organi- 
zations to keep track of all important move- 
ments that may in any way bear upon the 
situation here. The Federation of Trades is 


in harmony with the locked out men, 


working 
and it is said that jn Illinois the 
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ton movements, with the purpose to have 
them arrested and give bail tokeep the peace 
should they attempt to leave the State, 

The Knights of Labor are also working in 
aid of the Amalgamated Association, and an 
endeavor will be made to form a complete 
and perfect alliance of all organized labor. 
The men are prepared for a combined strike, 
and claim their private means will support 
them for six months. The treasury of the 
association is also well supplied with money 
and contributions could also be oDtained 
from many additional sources. 

Wm. Fay, the injured striker, whose in- 
juries are the most serious, was a little bet- 
ter this morning and the doctor said he felt 
encouraged. There was a slight hope that 
he might pull through, The other injured 
men are recovering, At 2 o'clock everything 
was quiet. ~ 


BOB PINKERTON. 


YORK HEAD OF THE MERCENARY 
ARMY INTERVIEWED. 


NEw YorkK, July 9.—Robert A. Pinkerton, 
thechief of the New York branch of the de- 
tective agency, when seen at his office in 
Exchange place, said: ‘‘Among the most 
absurd stories is the yarn about our decelv- 
ing the men we sent to Homestead, They 
knew, every one of them, where they were 
going. They knew that they were to go to the 
Carnegie Works and guard them. In our 
contracts with the men certain papers are 
drawn up which, in themselves would have 
been sufficient to showthe men what they 
were beiIng engaged for. Besides, most of 
the men were old hands with us, who knew 
fully what strike work was. We have been 


engaged inthis business for twenty years, 
and everyone knows what is to be expected 
insuch expeditions when a mob is to be 
faced. The new men whom we engaged 
were brought in by ourold hands. The talk 
about advertising for recruits is all rot. No 
such advertisements were ever inserted, and 
before any of the men were taken on the 
papers had been full of the Homestead 
trouble for a week, sothey all Knew what 
was ahead for them,’’ 

‘‘Are you satisfied with the outcome of 
your expedition?’’ 

‘*Well, [can’t say that weare very well 
satisfied with being driven out as we were 
by the strikers, but otherwise we have notnh- 
ing to reproach ourselves for.’’ 

lf ‘the Pinkerton Detective Agency Is fre- 
cruiting men for service at UWorinestead or 
anywhere else it is acting with great caution 
and selecting only such persons as are per- 
sonally known to the officials here. A man 
experienced in tne service of the English 
constabulary, one who had taken desperate 
chances during the great dock strikes in En- 
giand which were fomented by the redoubt- 
able Tom Burns, presented himself atthe 
Pinkerton headquarters and asked for the 
Superintendent. In the absence of the lat- 
ter a deputy Superintendent saw him, 

**Do you want a man forany dangerous or 
hazardous enterprise?’’ tuquired the volun- 
teer, ‘‘for Homestead? I have had exper- 
lence.’’ 

**Experience of what nature?’’ 

**Riots and strikes. Iam equal toanything 
from pitch and toss to manslaughter.’’ 

A long drawn ‘‘ah!’’ was the only response 
made by the detective. 

Inthe meantime he gazed at the man in- 
tently, and after a scrutiny lasting fully half 
a minute, he inquired: ‘‘Where have you 
worked?’’ 

‘*‘In London,’’ was the reply. ‘‘I was 
sworn tn for special service during the dock 
and coal-heavers’ strikes, I know what may 
be expected of a maninany emergency, and 
am willingto volunteer for any dangerous 
work that I may be called upon to perform.’’ 

‘*'We really have nothing at present,’’ re- 
plied Mr. Pinkerton’s deputy. ‘*Did .you 
think we had?’’ 

**Oh! I did not know,’’ answered the vol- 
unteer. ‘‘I thought there might be some- 
thing at Homestead.’’ . 

‘*‘Weare sending nomento Homestead,’’ 
remarked the detective. With that the in- 
terview terminated,

WORKINGMEN MOVING TO RETURN THE ENDOW- 
MENT FUND. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 9.—Many of the work- 
ingmen of Pittsburg are at work to express 
their sentiment toward Mr. Carnegie for his 
connection with the lock-out of the Home- 
stead steel workers. If they win their cause 
it means that Mr. Carnegie will be given back 
the $1,000,000 he gave the city of Pittsburg to 
erect the free library at Scheney Park. Last 
night the Window-glass Workers’ Union of 
the South Side made an initial move toward 
reproving Carnegie. Aresolution was passed 
recommending that Mayor Gourley be re- 
quested to ask the Council to return to An- 
drew Carnegie the money he had donated for 
a free library, andthat a committee be ap- 
pointed to accompany President Eberhardt 
in waiting onthe Mayor with a copy of the 
resolution. It was also decided to instruct 
the delegates of the association to the Trades 
Council to urge the latter organization to 
take the same action. 

It is expected that a special meeting of the 
councils will be held within a week or ten 
days and the matter will then be presented. 
This isthe manner in which the glass- 
wcrkers have figured the problem: 

They place the cost of maintaining the 
library at from $60,000 to $75,000 a year. 
this rate in from twenty to thirty years the 
city would have more money in the building 
than Mr. Carnegie, but would get none of the 
honors through its existence. The men are 
in earnest about the matter and say they 
will not stop with the passage of last night’s 
resolution, but they willurge other organi- 
zations to assist in agitatingthe matter and 
cause a multitude of petitions to pour into 
Councils asking forthe repeal of the ordi- 
nance. 

The action of the window-glass workers 
was received with much enthusiasm by the 
different labor organizations last night. It 
was a surprise tothem, butthey all thought 
it timely and a move in the right direction. 


THE PUBLIC PULSE. 


SOME OF THE EFFECTS OF LABOR’S BATTLE WITH 
PINKERTONISM. 


New York, July 9.—From the very Inside of 
the labor element in this city as gleaned this 
evening, andfrom the iron workers every- 
thing points toa general strike in this city 
within the next ten days unless matters at 
Homestead are satisfactorily settled. The 
success of the strikers at Homestead has won 
sympathy of all wage workers inthis city and 
the general opinion is that the Homestead 
men should be supported and given aid. 

CuicaGo, Il., July 9.—The Anarchists held 
a secret meeting here last night character- 
ized by the usual speeches denouncing 
monopolies and capital and sympathizing 
with down-trodden workingmen in general. 
The trouble at the Homestead mills was 
thoroughly discussed and resolutions in con- 
demnation of Carnegie were emphatic.

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MILITIA NOT NECESSARY. 


THAT CONCLUSION REACHED BY ADJT.-GEN. 
GREENLAND. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., July 9,—‘‘Everything is 
quiet and peaceableat Homestead at present, 
and the calling out of the militia is not 
necessary at present.”’’ Such were the words 
of Adjt.-Gen. Greenland last night. The 
Adjutant will return to Harrisburg this morn- 
ing and will report the above tothe Gover- 
nor. He did not visit Homestead in person, 
but saw his agent, who investigated the 
affairs quietly while the Adjutant-General 
has been in conference with H. CO. Frick at 
Attorney Cox’s office. ‘‘Mr. Frick made a 
strong appeal for help from the State, but I 
cannot see the necessity for complying with 
his request,’’ said Mr. Greenland. ‘*Mr. 


Frick said. he could not obtain possession of 
or free entrance to his own property and was 
positive that the Sheriff of Allegheny County 
was not able to assist him in getting posses- 
sion of the works and feared that, should the 
Sheriff attempt it, it would resultinthe un- 
necessary loss of more life,

this last point, Dut shall simply report

A FOREIGN VIEW. 


AMERICANS SCORED FOR INABILITY TO GOVERN 
THEMSELVES. 

LONDON, July §9.—Th® Teiegraph, comment- 
ingonthe Homestead troubles, says: The 
plea that it occurredin the far Weston this 
occasion is not available. It is impossible 
toavoid the conclusion that Pittsburg has 
been disgraced by a series of atrocities to 
which the annals of modern times of the Old 
World afford no parallel. What must im- 
press Englishmen the most is the apparent 
supiness of the Federal Government. It Is 
probable that on thé,eve of an election both 
political parties are reluctant to incur the 


risk of losing workmen’s vote. The Telegraph 
adds that the.riots at Homestead are on a par 
with the New Orleans lynchings. both inct- 
dents, Incommon witha hundred others of 
a similar kind which have occurred in 
America, says the Velegraph, must suggesta 
serious doubt whether after all home rule in 
America works satisfactorily in practice, as 
it is the fashion to assert.

Passenger Trains Collide on a Pennsyl- 
vania Railway Bridge. 


LANCASTER; Pa., July 9.—A head-end col- 
lision between passenger trains and another 
narrow escape from a terrible disaster 
occurred about 2:30 0’clock this morning on 
the Pennsylvania Railroad at Big Chickies 
ridge, near Landisvilie. A special train of 
Pullman cars, western bound, had been run 
in the siding at Landisville to allow the first 
section of the Philadelphia express to pass. 
The Pullmans were then given the right of 
way and the second section of the Philadel- 
phia express was ordered to lay over at 
Mount Joy. The engineer, however, 
tried to make the Landisville_ siding, 


disregarding his orders. The Pullmans had 
just pulled out when the second section of 
the Philadelphia express loomed up ahead, 
and the two engines smashed into each other 
on Chickies Bridge. The speed of both trains 
had been reduced, and more serious results 
thus averted, Both engines were telescoped, 
but did not fall from the bridge, which is 
over thirty feet high. The baggage-car of 
the east-bound train was also wrecked. The 
engineers and firemen of both trains escaped 
with slight injuries, the only person badly 
injured being the baggage-master of the 
Philadelphia express, who had his shoulder- 
blade broken. ‘The passengers were badly 
shaken up, but noneinjured, The track was 
blocked until near 11 0’clock this morning.

SEVEN DEATHS FROM THE DISEASE INj 
PARIS YESTERDAY. 


All the Parisian Suburbs Have Fatal Cason 
—Twenty-four Communities Stricken 
Quick Work of the Epidemic—Rough 
Treatment of a French Consul in Ger- 


many—Foreign News. 


St. PETERSBURG, July 9.—It is rumored that 
despite the efforts made to preventit, the 
cholera has reached Moscow, where the total 
absence of sewerage renders the situation 
most dangerous. Several passengers on 
board the steamer Orinoti, bound from As- 
trakhan for Niamnlil, died from cholera on the 
steamer. Owing tothe prevalence of cholera 
at Baku the government officers have been 
transferred to Kashari, 165 verst from Baku. 

The military authorities of Kasan, in the 
eastern part of European Russia, have sent 
anumber of tents to towns along the Volga 
for the purpose of providing accommodation 
for cholera patients. The number of deaths 
from the disease continues very bigh, and 
there are no signs of the epidemic abating. 
Doctors are scarce and many of the stricken 
people are unable to obtain proper attention. 
Fifteen deaths from cholera have occurred in 
Ensell, a town of Persia on the southwest 
coast of the Caspian Sea. 

From June 28to July 2 there have been 565 
deaths from cholera reported from various 
localities in’ Turkestan. Some cases of 
cholera are reported at Acre, in Syria. 

The situation of affairs in Astrakhan is 
growing very serious. Itis reported that the 
workmen have broken out into open revolt, 
and that two doctors and five workmen have 
been killed and thirty other persons have 
been wounded in conflicts with the police. 

IN PARIS. 

PARIS, July 9.—One death from cholera and 
five other cases of the disease were reported 
to-day at Saint Ouen, four miles north of 
Paris. 

The Mayor of Netilly, near this city, has 
been stricken with cholera. Three deaths 
from the disease have occurred in Saint Ouen 
and Asniers. 

Already 150 deaths provesthe character of 
the cholera epidemic here. The official Coun- 
cil of Hygiene made a mistake in concealing 
the facts and resorting to the feeble strate- 
gem of secresy, There isno disguising the 
great extent ofthe epidemic which is pre- 
Wailing in twenty-four communities, and the 
suddenness of the deaths. 

There were seven deaths from cholerine in 
Paris yesterday. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


ROUGH TREATMENT OF A FRENCH CONSUL IN 
LPIPSIC. 


BERLIN, July 9.—The following dispatch 
has been received from Lelpsic with refer- 
gtiack. upon the French 
Const! In that city: On Wednesday morning 
the proprietor ofthe Cafe, Bauer called the 
police to his place to quella fight which had 
followed a dispute caused bya trifiing re- 
mark uttered by the French Consul, M. Jac- 
quet. Thelatter was dragged to the station 
by five policemen after an obstinate resist- 
ance, but he was liberated directly upon 
proving who he was. 


RIGGIN TO BE BURIED IN AMERICA, 

VALPARAISO, July 9.—American friends of 
Charles W, Riggin, who was killed during the 
assault of the sallors of the cruiser Baltimore 
in the Valparaiso riots, will be permitted to 
give him an American burial on American 
soil. Intendente Reujitn has issued the per- 
mit for the exhumation of the dead sailor’s 
body in response to the request of the A meri- 
can Minister. 


BRITISH ELECTIONS. 

Lonpon, July 9.—Up tothe close of yester- 
day’s polling the aggregate number of votes 
cast was: Unionist, 1,100,248; home rule, 
1,093,613; labor, 29,152. Returns have been 
received from the electoral divisions showing 
no material change in the vote and no change 
in the political complexion of the successful 
candidates, 


ELECTION RIOTS. 

LIMERICK, July 9.—There has been rioting 
in this city, during which all the windows of 
the houses of Mr. O’Keefe and other anti- 
Parnellite leaders were smashed. The rioters 
were at length, dispersed by the officers. Sev- 
eral arrests were made. 


A MISSION BURNED. 

PaRIs, July 9.—The Dir Nueviem Siecle pub- 
lishes the information that the Dahomeyians 
have burned the Catholic Mission buildings 
at Porto Novo, and that six missionaries and 
three nuns perished in the ames.

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MANY LIVES LOST, 


Explosion of Giant Powder Works Near 
San Francisco. 


SAN Francisco, Cal., July 9.—Explosions 
occurred at the Giant and Judson 
powder-works, near West Berkely, 
Shortly after 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing, destroying those works and 
much property for several miles around. 
Five shocks were felt in this city within a few 
minutes, the last four betng of terrific force, 
shaking buildings, cracking a number of 
walls and breaking plate glass in buildings 
eight blocKs up from the water front. 

A number of lives were lost at West Berkely 
and relief parties have gone from Oakland 
to the scene of the explosion, 
which is twelve miles from this city. 

The buildings are a total wreck and it is be- 
lieved that none of the employes escaped, 
but the extent of the loss of lUfe 
cannot yet be ascertained. The Berkely 
local train, which was standing at the sta- 
tion, was almost blown from the track and 
many passengers were stunned by the shock, 

One hundred and ‘eighty men, cniefly 
Chinese, were employed there, and it is 
thought nearly all were killed. 

Among the white men known to have been 
killed are: 

WALLACE DICKENSORX, 

CHARLES CANBURDY, 

JouHN Bow. 

The body of a Chinaman was found on the 
railroad track half a mile from the works. 
The remains of a boy, frightfully mangled, 
was found near the scene, 

Every window inthe County Jail at Oakland 
was broken by the explosion. All windows in 
residences in the town of West Berkely 
were broken, and several buildings are re- 
ported destroyed. At the office of the Giant 
Powder Co., this city, it was thought that the 
Judson works, which are located at 
Lobelle, about three miles from 
the Giant works, were safe. 
The Giant works are located at Point Isabelle 
and Highiang, near Stege, and com- 
prise five buildings and three mag- 
azines. Of these buildings the 
acid and i. niutro-glycerine works were 
destroyed, and at least one magazine blown 
up. The other buildings not immediately de- 
stroyed took fire. Theloss on property wil 
be great. 


TWELVE KILLED 


AND FORTY WOUNDED BY AN 
STEAMER. 


GENEVA, July 9.—On the lake of Geneva to- 
day the boller of one of the steamers 
at her plier at Ouchy exploded.

The Revenge of Three Indian Maids Who 
Were Carried Off by Young Braves.

‘‘Half way up the west side of Palmer 
Mountain there are three rude headstones 
marking the tombs of three Klickitat Indian 


girls who died in captivity many years ago,’’ 
said Fdward Wanicut, a well known pros- 
pector and mine owner of Okanogan. 

‘*Many years ago, before the outbreak of 
the Nez Perce war, the Cour dad’ Alene Indians, 
who were atthattimea warlike race, often 
overran the domains of the Siwash, carrying 
off his horses, his cattle, and not infrequently 
his wife or daughter. The Klickitats are 
great travelers and they roam about from 
one place to another, always, however, re- 
specting the property rights of others. 

**One night, so the tee t By told, a party of 
Klickitats were attacked by a bandof Ccur 
d’Alenes returning from one of their pil- 
grimages of invasion. The Cceur @’Alene 
braves were routed, but not until they had 
carried off three Klickitat maidens, who were 
highly prized by the warriors of other tribes 
because of their beauty, endurance, and 
skillin the preparation of food, The pursult 
was sohot that the captors found that it 
would be necessary to release the Klickitat 
women or adopt some stratagem. Three 
young men of thetribe volunteered to brin 
the captives to the Coeur @’Alenes, provide 
they were allowed to have them for squaws. 

**The old chiefreluctantly gave hisconsent, 
as he had fully intended that at least one of 
the beautiful captives should brighten his 
own tepee. It was better thanto lose them 
altogether, however, and the three braves 
took the womentoacavein Palmer Mount- 
ain. Fram there they watched the rescuing 
party on the plains below, and when the 
young Klickitat girls saw their people disap- 
pearon the trail of the Cour d’Alenes all 
their hopes of liberty vanished, One of the 
captives was the daughter of a medicine 
man, and accustomed to handle all kinds of 
reptiles, from which her esteemed and highly 
venerated ancestor was supposed to brew 
his most healing potions. The maidens ap- 
peared perfectly reconciled to their fate, and 
the Coeur d’Alene braves, with a touch of 
that vanity which is so frequently found in 
his civilized brothers, imagined that the 
great personal beauty of a Coeur @’ Alene had 
captured and enthralled the hearts of the 
susceptible Klickitats. 

‘*That night there was a feast, for they had 
not negiected to store the cave with food and 
bearskins. The Klickitat girls laughed mer- 
rily.. In Chinook, the universal Indian dia- 
lect, they carried on a sprightly conversation 
with the hated and despised Coeur d@’Alenes, 
and sang biithe songs for their entertain- 
ment. At last the feast was Over and the In- 
dians, following the tribal customs, married 
each other,

ceremony had scarcely been said when, al- 
most similtaneously, three terrified shrieks 
reverberated through the cavern.

DISCRIMINATING IN FREIGHT RATES. 


Case of Northwestern Roads Submitted to 
the Commerce Commission. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 9,—The hearing 
of the case of the Minneapolis Cham- 
ber of Commerce charging the north- 
western railroads with unjust dis- 
crimination on freight rates on 
wheat and flour in favor of Duluth, was con- 
cluded this morning before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, after the examina- 
tion of several witnesses in rebuttal of the 
testimony given bythe contestants. Albert 
A. Keene, the Philadelpbia representative 
of the Northwestern Consolidated 
Mill Co., was the first witness 


called. During the open lake season,he said, 
Duluth flour was solid in the East from 10 to 15 
cents lower than Minneapolis flour could be 
bought. The reason given by Duluth millers 
for these lower prices was that they had the 
advantage in freight rates. During the close 
season the prices of both Duluth and Minne- 
apolis flour was about the same. 

F. L. Parker, a railroad man, said, in an- 
swer to questions, thatin his judgment the 
5centrate on Duluth to Minneapolis was a 
reasonably low rate. There was a longer 
delay at the terminal points in unloading 
wheat than flour for the. reason that 
the former was obliged to pass an in- 
spection which sometimes consumed an 
entire day, while there» was no compulsory 
delay in unloading flour. Charles A. Pills- 
bury. the well-known miller of Minneapolis, 
a petitioner in the case, said thatthey did not 
require rellef from excessive freight charges 
in the winter season because they could then 
compete with Lake Superior points which 
then paid 10 cents per 100 pounds to Chicago. 
He said that the 5-cent rate on 
fiour from Duluthto Minneapolis was made 
in order to assist Minneapolis millers in 
working off theirsurplus. He admitted that 
the grain men in the Minneapolis Chamber of 
Commerce were numerically inthe majority 
and would be the real ones benefited if the re- 
lief asked for was granted. 

Vice-President Claugh of the Northwestern 
Rallway Co. made an extended statement 
with regard to the expenses attached to its 
terminal facilities and that circumstances 
which the road had to contend with, and de- 
clared that the 5-cent rate on flour from 
Duluth to Minneapolis was not only just and 
reasonable charge, but, in his opinion, a low 
tariff. This concluded the testimony and the 
case was submitted, ~

| ‘THE MARVELS OF THEOSOPHY TOLD BY 
THE HIEROPHANT.

Col, Henry 8. Olcott, the ex-President of 
thre Theosophical Society, has just published 
in India the second installment of his work, 
which he calls ‘‘Old Diary Leaves.’’ The 
work is ofthe nature of autobiography, a 
history of the theosophical movement, and a 
memoir of Mme. Blavatsky, thus exemplify- 
ing the mystic three-fold nature vf things. 

The weird yarns which he incorporates in 
his writing are of remarkable interest and 
“will avert the attention of a skeptical world, 
which doesn’t care about any of the serious 
aspects of the work. Jt is another caseof the 
stuffing being more toothsome than the fowl. 
One particular legend in this second install- 
ment is so remarkably good that it Is well 
worth repetition here. He writes: 

**H. P. B. was stillat Philadelphia (Febru- 
ary, 1875), so I accepted her urgent invitation 
tocome and take a few days’ holiday after 
my long spell of work. Expectingto be ab- 
sent from New York only two or three days, 
I left no instructions at my office or club 
about forwarding my letters, but finding 


upon arrival that she was not likely to be. 


home so soon, I went on the second day to 
the General Post-office, gave the address of 
my lodgings and asked that any letters com- 
ing to me might be delivered there by carrier 
(postal peon, as we say in India). I expected 
none, but fancied that the people in my 
office, not hearing from me, might address 
me at the Philadelphia Post-office on the 
chance of my getting their letter. 

*“‘Now happened something which astound- 
ed me then—knowing s0 little asI did of the 
psychical resources of H. P. B. and her mas- 
ters—and which even now, despite so long an 
experience of phenomena, remains a world- 
wonder.

To understand what 
follows, let the reader examine any letter he 
has received by post, and he will find two 
office stamps upon it, the one on the face, 
that of the office at which it wus posted, the 
one on the back, that of the office to which it 
was addressed; ifit has been sent on after 
him from the latter office, it will at least bear 
those two stamps and, in addition, those of 
any series of post-offices to which It was re- 
addressed until it finally reached his hang,

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A Modern Sky Scraper Sixteen Stories in 
All—The Steel Shelton Plan. 


TheUnion Trust Building, the contract for 
the erection of which has been recently let, 
modern **sky-scraper’’ 
erected at St. Louis. In the design of this 
building, advantage has been taken of the 
experiences. made with similar structures in 
New Yorkand Chicago, and it is believed 
that in the Union Trust Building, st. Louis 
will gain a structure whichin general plan, 
in construction, equipment and artistic 
handling, will rank among the finest and 
best in the entire country, and whose design 


will be of so advanced a type, that it will 
be ‘‘out of date’’ for many years, — 

The process of removing the old structures 
upon the building site, the northwest corner 
of Olive and Seventh streets, is well under 
way, and active operations upon the founda- 
tions will be begun within a week. It is ex- 
pected to complete the entire building for 
occupation by October, 1893. The adoption 
of the ‘‘steel skeleton’’ system of con- 
struction will make it sible to ac- 
complish this result, which under the old 
System of wall construction would have 
been impossible of attainment. In fact, 
without the steel skeleton it would be neces- 
Sary to make the walls and piers in the lower 
stories ofa fourteen story building so thick 
as to greatly impair the rental value of the 
building, and to require building material in 
quantities too great for successful handling 
in so short a time on a small building site. 

In the skeleton system of construction 

illars of rolled steel or iron are extended 

rom the foundation to the roof, each of suf- 
ficient strength to carry from story to story 
the loads resulting from construction and oc- 
cupation of the building as well as to resist 
the strains due to wind pressure to which so 
high a building will necessarily be subjected. 
The floor beams and girders are also made of 
rolled steel and are rivited to each other and 
to the iliars at each point of con- 
tact. he pillars are made in 
such lengths as to bring the joints into alter- 
nate stories and these junctions are riveted. 
It will be seenfrom thisthat the different 
parts of this steel skeleton are made of such 
materials and are so joined)to each other 
that the entire frame work from foundation 
to rogf becomes one united mass, the strains 
uponany one partof which areresisted by 
the whole structure, and as the skeleton is 
strong enough to carry the walis of that 
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om the source of light.

The basement story will contain the gsafet 
Gapowts departments of the Union Truat Gn.

store-rooms and cellars, and the 
extensive boiler and engine rooms, The 
first story 
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will contain the grand entrance 
arcade of the building, the main banking- 
room of the Union Trust Co., two stores and 
a ‘‘sample’’ room. 

In the grand entrance arcade will be com- 

rtments which are to be used as shops for 

he sale of light and elegant merchandise 
and which will be so designed and occupi 
as to make thisarcade one of the most at- 
tractive features ofthe building. With this 
end in view, its floors will be made of marble 
mosaic, rich in color and design, andits walls 
will be lined with marble. The celling will 
be in the form ofa barrel vault divided into 
coffers, which wiil be filled with stained 

lass. 
eTne second story will be occupied by the 
Titie Guarantee Department of. the Union 
Trust Co, 

The remaining stories will contain 300 of- 
fices, each of an area of about 220 square feet. 

Particular care has been taken to so plan 
the construction that an almost infinite num- 
ber of changes and variations in arrange- 
ment and size of offices can be made for the 
accommodation of tenants. § 

The following details of the equipment of 
the Union Trust Bullding are interesting. Six 
swift and smooth-running elevators will run 
from sidewalk to roof. A barber shop anda 
tyes of baths will be found connected with 
the general toilet rooms, Every room in the 
building will have running hot and cold 
water. Ali the halls and corridors will have 
floors of marble mosaic and a marble wain- 
scot. All finish in the first story will be of 
mahogany and all in.the other stories of 
antique oak. KHleetric light wires will be 
run in special conduits into every room and 
to each desk. ‘lo facilitate the carrying of 
telephone wiresiand the changes which are 
generally requined by tenants in the position 
of outlets for electric light, moldings with 
suitable shelves will be run around ali corri- 
dors and rooms., Ali windows will be glazed 
with polished plate glass. 

The treatment of theexterior of the buifld- 
ing can be readily understood from: an in- 
spection of the accompanying cut, The ma- 
terials will be buff terra cotta for the two 
lower stories, buff brick thence tothg thir- 
teenth story, while the two top stor will 
be chiefly ofterracotta. It will be seen that 
the ornamentation has been concentrated 
in such manner as to attract and fre- 
tain the attention of the passer-by. 
Those who pass near the building will be

WASHINGTON, D. O., July 9.—Representa- 
tive Bland of Missouri, chairman of the 
House Committee on Coinage, Weights and 
Measures, had his committee together bright 
and early this morning, the meeting being 
called forthe purpose of further considera- 
tion of the Stewart free coinage Dill. Al- 
though the hour set for meeting, 9a. M., was 
two hours earlier than committees usually 
meet, the rolicall showed that every mem- 
ber was present. 

As soon as the committee was called to 
order Mr. Bland put the motion of Mr. 
Charles W. Stone of Pennsylvania, which 
was pending when the committee adjourned 
yesterday, to lay the Bill onthe table. The 
motion was defeated by a vote of 7 to6. 
Messrs. Bland, Williams (Ill.), Robertson, 
Pierce, Epes, McKeighan and Bartine voting 
against it and Messrs. Tracy, Kilgore, 
Williams (Mass.), Abner Taylor (Ill.), 
Charles W, Stone (Pa.), and Johnson (North 
Dakota) voting for it.

Strangely 
enovtgh ‘negligence’ continued as to my cor- 
respondence so longasI remained in Phila- 
delphia, until as I said above, I must 
have received about fifty such unustamped 
letters with mysterious pencil or crayon 
writing inside that had not been put there by 
the respective correspohdents.’’ 


Accustomed as is the venerabie hierophant 
to giving staggering statements toa scoffing 
public, he betrays a realizing sense that this 
bewildering you is certainto be challenged. 
Not only are ‘‘the masters’’ implicated in a 
serious if notacriminal charge of tamper- 
ing with the malls, but the efficiency and in- 
telligence of the department are impugned, 
and the swallowing capacity ofthe public its 
taxed to the utmost by the astounding story.

story even if the masonry of the stories be- 
low were removed, the possibilities of rapid 
construction are greatly increased. 

The rigidity of the structure is further ob- 
tained by a system of internal diagonal 
braces and bythe tile-floor arches bullt in 
solid at each story, as well as by the solid 
brick and concrete inclosures of the external 
portions of the steel skeleton, for whiie the 
individual members of the skeleton are so 
designed that the weight of the masonry of 
each story is independently carried, yet this 
masonry envelope will be made heavy 
enough, not only to cover and protect the 
steel against injury from fire, but also to add 
greatly to the inherent stability of the build- 
ing as against wind pressure. 

In the interior of the building all pillars, 
beams and girders will be protected against 
injury by fire by means of envelopes of hol- 
low fire-clay tile. All stairs, also the eleva- 
vator guide posts will be made of incombus- 
tible material, and as should be the case in 
so higha structure, there will be nothing 
combustible in the finished building except- 
ing the doorsand the window frames and 
sashes and the floors of the rooms. 

The Union Trust Building will have a front- 
age of 128 feet on Olive street and 84 feet on 
Seventh street, and as it fronts on a wide 
ailey the building site will have an external 
light frontage of 2% feet. By means of an 
external court fronting southward on Olive 
street, this exposure to outdoor light and 
airhbas been increased to 454 feet, so 
that every one of the 300 officesin the build- 
ing will by this means obtain its light and air 
directly from outdoors. Two hundred and 
forty offices will face the streets, and no part

| originality of treatment of the two upper 


stories and the richness of effecc of the main 
cornice and will be impressed by the twin 
tower effect consequent upon the use of 
the external court in the design of this 
building, which cannot fail to become a point 
of interest to every one visiting St. Louts, 
This interest will be maintained and in- 
creased by the utilization of the roof as an 
observatory which will be served by five ele- 
vators. each making upward of three hun- 
dred trips per day. 


There will be required for the erection of 
the building over 2, tons of iron, in the 
putting together of which nearly 20,000 rivets 
will be used;there will be fully 7 miles of 
steam, water and soll- pipe, 400 plumbing fix- 
tures, 3 miles of electric wires, 25,000 square 
feet of marble and mosaic, etc.

Union Carpenters Help a Brother Mechan- 
ico to a Little Home. 


From the San Francisco Chronicle. 

Another workingman’s home rose in a day 
yesterday, built by brotherly hands and made 
ready by night forits furniture. Perhaps the 
spirit of the work gave a license tothe Sun- 


day labor if anything could. 

It was out at Courtland avenue and Banks 
street, on a high ridge on Bernal Heights, 
about midway betweenthe Mission and San 
Bruno roads, and overlooking South San 
Francisco, a part of the Potrero and the wide 
waste of brown hills about that region, 
cheap huuses steadily 
thickening the sett ents. When 
the nasty summer Sunday wind 
whizzed over the ridge at 8 o’clock there was 
nothing In its wild way but some low piles of 
lumber and a sign, *‘Lots on $10 monthly pay. 
ments.’’ At noon the roaring gale spite- 
fully smote the stout frame Of a little house 
on the ridge, and at nightit was welcome to 
anything loose lying around, for the house 
was finished, except for paint, and the key 
was in the proud owner’s pocket. 

There were thirteen members of Carpen- 
ters’ Union No..22 who built this house ina 
day. Not one got a cent forhislabor. One 
of their number needed a home of -his own 
and had managed to save just enough to buy 
the iumber, so they just turned in with 
hearty good will and built itfor him. ir they 
had not given their brother this lift he would 
have kept on paying rent down town fora 
long time before he could have paid for build- 
ing his little home.

| Francisco is Charles Flood, a young industri- 


ous carpenter with a wife and two little 
cnildren, whose support leaves a small 
margin for savings. Herecently found him- 
self with about $250 laid by and made up his 
mind to have a home of his own. He 
could pay $30 down on a =Ilot out 
there, and what he was paying for 
rent would more than pay the required 
monthly installments. He found that the 
material of a house 16x24 feet im size witha 
Dasement would cost him about $200. he 
union would freely help him out in the labor, 
and so his home became a possibility. He 
bought his lot, bad the material hauled to the 
ground and drew his plans for a plain little 
cottage of the size mentioned. 

Yesterday morning, in accordance with an 
arrangement made atthe last meeting of the 
union, thirteen carpenters appeared on the 
scene with their kits oftools. It took ne 
to no time to know how many joists were to 
be sawed at given lengths, and how the 
sheathing, the  stri the 
* it s be

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the floor above the basement was laid, the 
frame was up and part of the siding on, 
Then the ladies arrived with their appre- 
Cilated share of the work. Six or eight 
carpenters’ wives flocked into the base- 
ment, put tablecloths on an impro- 
vised carpenter’s bench and soon had 
ready an excellent picnic dinner of eold 
meats, pies, cake, fruits; etc. The jolly lunch 
did not take an hour, forthe men were jeal- 
ousofthe minutes of their nooning. Then 
the house resumed its growth. The men 
worked harder and more cheerily than if 
they were getting $5a day forit. The work 
was truly and substantially done, too, for 
their hearts were in thelr work and 
gave it grace. Skillful hands made 
window-casings, fixed for weights, 
and fitted them in when _ the open- 
ings were ready, and the stairs by which 
the Floods go up and down from their little 
front door would have pleased any contract- 
ing builder. It was but a few minutes past 
5 o’clock when the front door was locked and 
the pleasant but informal ceremony of pre- 
senting the key to Mr. Flood, with expres- 
sions of cordial congratulations, ended the 
day’s labors. If Mr. Flood wants to move in 
this morning his house is ready, but he will 
wait until to-morrow. 

‘*This is the seventh house bullt this way 
for members of carpenters’ unions here,’’ 
said J. Meyers, one of the workers yesterday. 
‘*That house of mine you see over there on 
that hill was the first one. The boys put it up 
for meabouta yearago. When 1 bought my 
material I had only $40 left, andif I had to pay 
for getting it built where would I have been? 
We believe in turning in to help each 
other along, and when you see this and 
know that we have won our eight-hour day, 
don’t you think the unionisa good thing for 
us to stand by? When my house was put upthe 
account of it was pubiished all over the 
country, and some of the papers headed, 
‘The Way They Do Things in Calffornia. 
We expect to put up some more houses the 
same way this summer.’’ 

Carpenters’ Union, No. 22, is the oldest 
union on the coast, and one of the largest, 
having over 600 members. There are several 
other carpenters’ unions in San Fran- 
cisco, and No. 22 does not contain all the

HELD THEIR BREATH FOR BABY. 


A Mass of People Spellbound by an In- 
, fant’s Peril 


From the Chicago News Record. 


For nearly ten minutes yesteraay afternoon 
a wee bitofachild arrested traffic on Clark 
street and blanched many a face with hor- 
ror. <A crowd numbering thousands ap- 
peared to be paralyzed for the moment. 

High above their heads on a narrow cor- 
nice that runs around the fourth floor of the 
County building stood a 3-year-old boy. The 
breeze that came up from the lake tossed his 
yellow curls about his laughing face as he 
playfully swung his arms about and looked 

the ever-increasing muss of people 
him from below. 
Gress was wafted about 
by the wind, while the spectators expected 
every minute to see the daring explorer pitch 
headlong from the dizzy perch. No one dared 
to cry out for fear of frightening the child, 
who calmly looked about, upand down the 
street, leaned overto get a better view of the 
sidewalk, and gazed at the towering Ashland 
block on the opposite corner. 

Below was a scene of tntense excitement. 
A hackman rushedto his hack and snatched 
a heavy blanket fromthe seat. Several men 
grasped the edgesand stood close up to the 
building, directly below where the child was 
standing. Officer Frank C. Snyder ‘of the 
Central Station stood on the corner in front of 
the Sherman House. A small boy ran up and 
called his attention to the child, and he made 
a wild rush for the elevatorof the County 
building. Officer Timmons also witnessed 
the scene atthesametime., About a score of 
men had now recovered their senses and 
through every entrance tothe building they 
raced for the elevators. Officer Timmons 
made a mistake and was carriedto the top 
floor. Officer Snyder, however, made a better 
calculation. Running down the halland in- 
to Judge Adams’ court-room he saw the inno- 
cent cause of all the commotion out on the 
ledge in front of the open window. The 
court-room was deserted andthe child was 
alone. 

‘*Da, da, da,’’ he was saying softly to him- 
self, utterly oblivious of the presence of the 
officer. Cold drops of perspiration stood on 
the officer’s forehead ashe softly tiptoed to- 
wards the child, for he realized that his sud- 
don appearance before the startled child 
meant instant death. Still the child prat- 
tled away, givingitselfupto the enjoyment 
of the novel position. 

The officer reached outto grasp its dress, 
when a wild, hysterical shriek came from the 
hall behind him, The child turned and began 
to totter, anda horrified cry arose from the 
street. Officer Snyder’s arm shot out, and he 
held the boy in his arms. 

Only for a moment, however, for a woman 
in whose face there was not a bit of color 
snatched @he child from the officer’s arms, 
and then dropped reg: and fainting tothe 
floor. The big-eyed boy looked about him 
curiously, while the room began to fill up 
with people. The mother ofthe child, tor suo 
she proved, clung tenaciously tohim. When 
she became calmer she said that she had been 
in the Probate Court-room and her boy was 
playing and romping in the hall, She had 
not been aware that ne was elsewhere until 
she heard the people rushing down the hail. 

He had pushed open the door of the vacant 
room and climbed up On a chair to the open 
window. The officer chided the woman for 
her carelessness, Lut she was so pappy at 
the escape of ner boy that she paid but little 
attention to his words, but showered pas- 
sionate kisses onthe child’s face. She wasa 
comely looking German and spoke English 
with difficulty. She would not give her name, 
and left, claspini her child to her breast. 

A sigh of relief went up from the crowd, 
which had blocked the sidewalks and ex. 
tended across the street when the child was 
taken inside, It necessitated the stoppage of 
vehicles and street cars, for in the suspense 
of the awful sight not a spectator moved, 
while a wondrous silence was caused by the 
unwonted spectacie. The passengers on the 
cable trains craned their necks out of the 
cars to get a sight of the child, and many 
women turned away With frightened faces, 
as if td avoid witnessing the anticipated fall.

THE QUESTION AT HOMESTEAD. 


In all the discussions of the Homestead 
troubles we have readand heard, in and 
out of the newspapers, the one essential 
and crucial point is, it seems to us, either 
overlooked altogether or treated as quite 
unimportant, The ‘‘*bed-rock’’ question 
is, not whether the workmen shall be paid 
according to the old scale of wages, or the 
new scale, oron the basis of a compromise 
between these two, but whether they shall 
or shallnot belong to the Amalgamated 
Steel & Iron Association, or any other form 
of co-operative and protective trade union. 

CARNEGIE says that no union man shall 
ever again work for him, and his repre- 
sentative and lieutenant, Frick—already 
victor in several such contests—echoes the 
voice ofhis master, and says that under 
no circamstances whatever will unionism 
in any shape or form be tolerated within 
his jurisdiction. In other words, CARNE- 
GIE & Co. have declared open and eternal 
war against trade unionsin practice or 
principle, and if their late employes are 
willing to resume work at half or even one- 
third the old wages, they can do so only by 
revolting against and separating from the 
Amalgamated Association or other society 
of organized labor. 

Now itis quite possible that CARNEGIE & 
Co. may succeed, temporarily at least, in 
filling their shops with non-union men 
only; but that such a victory, or fifty like 
it, would mean that Trades Unions will 
not be allowed to exist in this country, is 
a proposition too absurd for argument. 
As well suppose that a barricade of sand 
bags will make the Mississippi run up 
stream. Combination and co-opera- 
tion, for mutual protection and ben- 
efit, is now a_ recognized principle 
in every department of business, from 
sand-haulers torailways. CARNEGIE &Co. 
claim and exercise a right to combine and 
co-operate with other iron and steel cor- 
porations for the promotion of mutual 
interests; yet when CARNEGIE &Co.’s 
workmen venture to do the same thing for 
the same purpose the Scotch philanthro- 
pist and his associates say: ‘‘Get out. of 
your association or get out of our shops.’’ 
When Capital combines it is all right, but 
when Labor combines it is all wrong. 

This is the issue at Homestead. Capital 
may win there for the moment, but that 
labor will win there and elsewhere in the 
long run, isas certain and inevitable as the 
law of gravitation. ‘‘Revolutions do not 
go backward’’ in this world, and Labor in 
this country has long since passed the 
point when it can be made the mere help- 
less slave of Capital.

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A WORTHY EXAMPLE. 


The dignified position which Judge 
MADILL occupied with reference to his 
candidacy for the Supreme Court nomina- 
tion cannot be too highly commended. 
Assuming that office should seek the man 
and that the particular office in question 
is too high and responsible to be soiled by 
the methods of huckster politics, he pre- 
ferred to iet it pass from him rather than 
degrade himself and the place by resorting 
to them. In defining his views on the 
subject toa Post-DISPATCH reporter, he 
said: ! 

Iholdthe office of Judge of the {Supreme 
Court in high estimation. Every matter that 
affects business, the home and the farm 
comes ultimately before this tribunal and all 
questions of the power of the administrative 
and executive branches of the Government 
haveto be decided there. The decisions of 
that court depend for obedience to them not 
upon the bullet or the bayonet, but upon the 
respect the people feel forthe courtand the 
men who compose it. Their decisions go out 
forone party and interest and against an- 
other, creating ontheone band a feeling of 
triumph and onthe other a corresponding 
feeling of depression, and the people 
must obey and accept them as the law 
and justice. When we consider this we are 
not only impressed, but we are oppressed 
with a sense of the great importance of this 
court. Idonot believe that a man who is 
willing to become acandidate for the Su- 
preme Court can affordto go out and leg it 
for votes, asking A, B and © to help him, 
and putting himself under obligation of per- 
sonal work, perhaps even expenditure. Pos- 
sibly this obligation does not weigh with the 
candidate after’ he is elected, but men are 
human—he was human before he was 
elected—and he is human afterwards, and in 
matters where all things seem to be equal is 
it not possible that he would feel the weight 
of the obligation? 

This is the ideal attitude towards any 
public office of trust and honor, but espe- 
cially that of Judge, and the sentiments 
expressed by Judge MADILL should re- 
ceive the earnest consideration of all citi- 
zens. The popular idea that a man should 
hustle for what he wants, to which he re- 
fers in another part of this interview, and 
which he justly criticises in connection 
with the judiciary, has grown under the 


amonstrous abuse. Under its influence 
the country is treated to the disgusting 
spectacle of a debasing and corrupting 
scramble for official honors which are fre- 
quently rendered, by reason of the methods 
employed to obtain them, ‘dishonors. 

In what contrast with the proper con- 
duct of a candidate for the highest judicial 
office was the conduct of those who in the 
St. Louis Convention engaged in an un- 
seemly wrangle and exhausted all the re- 
sources of artful politics, legging, 
begging, treating, combining and bar- 
gaining to secure a nomination. In what 
contrast especially is the position defined 
above to that of SHERWOOD, whd has per- 
mitted obligation to be piled upon obliga- 
tion and the popular will to be thwarted

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Inspector Sullivan Abandons Hope for 
the Milk Bill, 


HE LEAVES THE CITY AND GIVES UP 
THE FIGHT. 


Capt. LaBarge, His Representative, Says 
Only the Legislature can Gave the City 
From a Flood of Impure Milk—Capt. 
Ford’s Independence of Speech Proves 
Costly to Him. 0 


The members of the House of Delegates 
have made up their minds that the milk bill 
must be killed. They are not going to do it by 
bringing the bill before the House and vcting 
it down, but it will be done by being kept in 
the committee box and not reported. This 
method, of course, saves the members who 
want to beatitfrom going on record bya 
rolicall. The committee can always finda 
fair excuse for not considering the billif in- 
quiry becomes active, 

The billis intended to give the city sucha 
rigid system of milk inspection that it would 
become a dangerous thing fora dairyman 
to sell milk from sick cows or to adulterate 
it. It would naturally drive out of business 
the dairymen who made money by supplying 
this kind of milk to customers. This is 
whence the pressure comes on the flelegates 
that has induced them to defeat the bill. 

Milk Inspector J, E. Sullivan thought when 
the bill had passed the Council that its way 
would be easy through the House. In fact, 
he has assurancesto this effect from several 
ofthe members. He waited for a while to 
see what the Sanitary Committee of the 
House, which has the bill, was going to do 
with it, and when he found out he laid 
down his arms in discouragement and 
surrendered, temporarily, at least, to the 
dairymena who had beaten him by their insid- 
‘fous work among the delegates. To-day he 
started off for Colorado and will stay there 
the rest of the summer. 

Deputy Inspector Joseph savarye, 
who has charge of the office 
in the absence of Dr. Sullivan 
said to-day, ‘‘The bill will not be passed. I 
hardly expected it from the first. I under- 
stand that the eT work among the 
delegates and tell them that such a 
stringent bill would hurt them. They 
will probably treat this bill as they 
did the last one, keep it in the committee 
and not reportit. The fact is, that St. Louis 
will never have a system of milk inspection 
till the Jegislature takes hold and helps us. 
I have thought a little of going up to Jeffer- 
son City myself, when the Legislature 
meets, and seeing what could be done, &t. 
Louis is now behind all the other cities of the 
country in milk Inspection and ahead of all 
ae aye in the low quality of the milk fur- 
nished.’’ 


Capt. Ford Too Independent. 


A little speech to a Council committee has 
just cost Capt. George W. Ford, the Assist- 
ant Harbor and Wharf Commissioner, $500. 


Capt. Ford is aman who has been accustomed 
all his life to command, more or less im- 
portante. His salary is $1,500 a year. He 
consulted with Harbor Commissioner Dan 
Able about an increase of pay, and then 
offered making his salary 
$2,000. came to the Coun- 
cil and to the Committee on 
Municipal Affairs, of which Councilman 
M. M. Fleshis chairman. Councilmen An- 
drew F. Hoolan and William T. Anderson 
are the other members. Councilman Hoolan 
read over the bill after it went to the com- 
mittee and put in an amendment raising

. day. Then the bill was 
considered by the committee in open session, 
Capt. Ford’s item was first takenup. He 
was present and the committee naturally 
wanted to hear what he had tosay. He 
stated thatthe office he occupied anght to 
have the salary of $2,000. One member of the 
committee tntimated that this was too much 
of an increase from $1,500. 

‘*Well,’’ said Capt. Ford, in the bluff man- 
ner that belongs tohim, ‘‘My salary is $1,500 
and that bill asks for $2,000. Make it that or 
nothing. ‘‘Don’t make it $1,800. I don’t want 
tnhat.’’ 

The members of the committee looked at 
each other, but said nothing. The item for 
laborers’ pay wasthen taken up, and Capt. 
Ford was asked whathe thought of that, 
He said he thought $1.50 a day 
Was enough. He went ont, and. the 
committee discussed the bill. Mr. Anderson 
said that if the pay in the Harbor Depart- 
ment was raised the men in the Street De- 
partment would also want their pay in- 
creased, and that the city could not afford 
todo. The committee agreed with him and 
streck out the item. 

‘*How about Forda’s pay?’’ asked Chairman 

Flesh. 
‘*Well,’’ said one of the committee, ‘‘if 
$1.50 is enough for the men, ashe thinks, we 
certainly oughtn’t to ralse him to $2,000, and 
he says he doesn’t want $1,800. Lthink we 
ought to report against the bili.’’ 

All three of the menibers voted for the

CHARGED WITH SMUGGLING. 


Wo Incriminating Evidence Found on the 
Eliza Edwards. 


SAN DreGo, Cal., July 9.—No traces of 
opium have yet been discovered on board the 
Eliza Edwards, the British steam schooner 
under seizure here,for the alleged smuggling 
of fifty-one Chinamen and 2,000 pounds of 
opium to the United States from Vancouver, 
Dr. Winchester of Santa Barbara, whose 
name is connected with smuggling, left here 
for Santa Barbara yesterday, where customs 
officers believe the opium was landed, Capt. 
Van Bremen admits having touched at Santa 


Barbara, but says he did this to take fresh 
meat and other articles. Not having report-

The Eliza Edwards did not go directly south 
from Vancouver, but stopped off Victoria 
where she was met by a sloop. It is no 
known what she took on, but her actions 
aroused suspicion there. 

Dr. R. F. Winchester arrived at Santa 
Barbara last evening. He states that Von 
Bremen was a patientof his. Winchester 
says he wasin Los Angeles when he heard of 
the seizure, and wentto San Diego to help 
his friend. His reason for registering under 
an assumed name was to avold reporters and 
customs officers. 


ARKANSAS SCRIPT. 


A Bundle Which Had Disappeared Turns 
Up in Kentucky. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., July 9.—When the Sfate 
Debt Board was investigating the various 
securities inthe treasury vaults last Octo- 
ber, a bundle of scrip worth $13,000 face 
and interest, mysteriously disappeared, It 
now turns out that the scrip was taken to 
Louisville, Ky., and there sold to various 
parties. A few days ago $4,000 of the stolen 
securities were presented to the Treasurer 
for payment, which was refused. Half 


this amount was sent here by the Unfon Na- 
tional Bank of Louisville, Ky., through the 
Exchange National Bank of this city, and the 
other $2,000 was received by the German Na- 
tional Bank ofthis city from the Fourth Na- 
tional Bank of Louisville. When presented 
tothe Treasurer for payment that official 
said he would receive the money and give 
oe credit for it, asit belonged to the 
State. 

When Woodruff’s pondsmen heard of the 
scrip — in town they applied to the 
Chancery Court, at which they obtained an 
injunction against the two banks to prevent 
them from disposing of the scrip. Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Pemberton will arrive in the 
city this afternoon and, it is understood, will 
issue warrants for the arrest of the persons 
suspected of the theft.

WONDERFUL FEAT OF A NINETEEN. 
YEAR-OLD BOY. 


His Poot Struck a Wire as He Jumped 
nd He Turned Three Somersaults, but 
Landed Head First—Swam Two Miles 
After Coming to the Surface—Not In- 
jured in the Least. 


At 6:30 o’clock this morning a lad not more 
than 18 years of age in appearance and clad 
ina pair of dark trousers,a coat, a black 
sloich hat, and a pair of canvas shoes, 
walked up the north side of the approach to 
the Eads’ bridge. He weighed about 150 
pounds and his stride betokened sturdy 
limbs. At the same time a man 0of 
greater development and more ma- 
ture years walked along on the 
south side of the bridge. He had 
under his arm a board about 5 feet 8 inches in 
length. The first of this couple was Kearney 
Speddy, the ambitious swimming sch 
teacher who is anxious to take all the shine 
out of Steve Brodie’s triumphs, and he was 
proceeding to the middie span of the big 
bridge to dive into the maelstrom of 
the Mississipp!l, which churned the 
water around the plers into eddies and 
seething vortexes. The second individual 
‘wes Frank Barry. As soon as they reached 
the middle of the bridge Speddy rushed over 
to the south side, quickly threw off his 


Kearney Speddy. 
clothes, stooda moment in his swimming 
costume, and then quickly mounted the rails 
and walked tothe end of the board which 
Barry had slipped from under his arm 
and projected out over the electric 
and telephone wires. It was their 
intention to  Dalance _§ this temporary 
spring board with 20 pound weights, 
but the notoriety which the event had gained 
and the fear of the police obliged them toal- 
ter their plans. Barry bore down on the iIn- 
ner end of the board with all his weight and 
strength and thus balanced Speddy, who was 
on the end. 
THE LEAP. 

A policeman had seen the preparations for 
the leapand hurried forward to prevent it. 
Speddy spied him, and with a gentle spring 
Gived forward. His foot struck the 
outer wire of the net work of wires 
which run alongthe side of the bridgeona 
level with the foot walk and he turned three 
somersaults before he again straightened out 
his body and with armsin front of his head 
and his feet above, he went like an arrow 
from a bow toward the water. 

The approach of the policeman had added 
a fresh element of danger to the lad’s daring 
feat. He had dived before his time 
and aid not wait until the 
yaw! containing his prospective 
rescuers had come into position. The yawl 
whichisa huge rowboat belonging to the 
steamer City of Florence was five furlongs 
Gown stream, when Speddy jumped. William 
\Standarda and Walter Jones were at the oars, 
vand Herman Gailwitz, the chief instructor 
at the Natatorium, with swimming 
suit on, and ready for work in the 
water, was in the stern and 
steered the boat. When they saw Speddy 
make the leap before they were ready to save 
him if that were necessary, they were 
somewhat excited, and with redoubled en- 
ergy spurted for the bridge. Speddy fooled 
them, for inavery few seconds he arose to 
the surface, triumphantly shouted ‘‘I am the 
champion diver, ** and swam toward the 
boat. Prof. Bill Clark, proprietor of the 
Natatorluin,had watched the whole proceed- 
ing from the War Kagle, and for a time 
wasinasadstate of mental unrest through 
fear forthe fate of his young protege, pupil 
andemploye. But when he saw thatS Gay 
was all right, he joined in the goseral an 
plause which proceeded from the throats Of 
the several hundred persons who had been 
quietly and secretly watching for the event.

DEATH OF DAN O’MADIGAN, 


An Attack of Pneumonia Carries Off the 
Quarantine Hospital Superintendent. 


Daniel O’Madigan, for twelve years past 
Superintendent ofthe St. Louis Quarantine 
Hospital, died at that place at o’clock this 
morning, hisdeath being the result of an 
attack of pneumonia, the first symptoms of 
which developed last Saturday.

| DIED AT HER GRAVE |? 


Suicide of George F. Bauman of Belle 
ville Last Night. 


HE SHOOTS HIMSELF WHERE HIS 
DAUGHTER LIES BURIED. 


The Deceasei An Old and Respected 
Resident of Belleville and a Brother 
of John B. Bowman, the Mayor of East 
St. Louis Who Was Assassinated— 
East St. Louis and Belleville News. 


George F. Bauman, an old and highly re- 
spected citizen of Belleville, committed sul- 
cide last night onthe grave of his daughter, 
Miss Bertha Bauman, who died about 
eighteen months ago at theage of 19 years, 
and was buried at Wainut Hill Cemetery. 
The suicide was not discovered until about 
8 @. WwW. to-day, when the body was 
found in the cemetery, where it had been 


exposed tothe inclement weather all night. 
Mr. Bauman lefthishome at 12% West Main 
street yesterday afternoon for the residence 
of his married daughter, Mrs. John Blum, 
on South High street. He spent the after- 
noon with Mrs. Blum andleit her house in 
the evening, asshe thought, forhome, In- 
stead of returning to his own resi- 
dence he walked to Walnut Hill 
Cemetery, a mile distant from his daughter’s 
homes and committed suicide. Late in the 
evening his family became alarmed over his 
failure toreturn home. A search was made 
for him and kept upall night without result, 
but about 8 a. m, to-day his dead body 
was found in the cemetery. He 
had shot himself in the fore- 
head with a revolver. His deed 
has occasioned the deepest surprise. He was 
one of the most estimable citizens of Belle- 
ville, and was known asa sound, sensible 
business man. Bauman had conducted a 
large and prosperous bakery here for many 
a . and had reared quite a 

family. His social relations were 
oft im noah Perens character. Two of his 
daughters, Mrs. E. P. Rogers and Mrs, John 
Blum, are bappily married,and his eldest 
son, Julius Bauman, holas a responsible 
position in a large dry goods house here, The 
only reason advanced for his suicideis grief 
at the death of the daughter over whose 
rave he shot himself. Mr. Bauman was a 
1alf-brother of John B. Bowman, the mur- 
dered Mayor of East st. Louls. He was a 
member of St. Clair Lodge, No, 24, A. F. and 
A. M., and stood high in the Masonic fra- 
ternity.

At 6:30 o’clock this morning a lad not more 
than 18 years of age in appearance and clad 
ina pair of dark trousers,a coat, a black 
slouch hat, and a pair of canvas shoes, 
walked up the north side of the approach to 
the. Eads’ bridge. He weighed about 150 
pounds and his stride betokened sturdy 
limbs. At the same time a man of 
greater development and more ma- 
tare years walked along on the 
south side of the bridge. He had 
under his arm a board about 5 feet 8 inches in 
length. The fjrst of this couple was Kearney 
Speddy, the ambitious swimming school 
teacher who is anxious to take all the shine 
out of Steve Brodie’s triumphs, and he was 
proceeding to the middie span of the big 
bridge to dive into the maelstrom of 
the Mississippi, which churned the 
water around the ptlers into eddies and 
seething vortexes. The second individual 
was Frank Barry. As soon as they reached 
the middle of the bridge Speddy rushed over 
to the south side, quickly threw off his

HE SHOOTS HIMSELF WHERE HIS 
DAUGHTER LIES BURIED: 


The Deceasei An Old and Respected 
Resident of Belleville and a Brother 
of John B. Bowman, the Mayor of East 
St. Louis Who Was Assassinated— 
East St. Louis and Belleville News. 


George F. Bauman, an old and highly re- 
spected citizen of Belleville, committed sul- 
cide last night onthe grave of his daughter, 
Miss Bertha Bauman, who died about 
elghteen months ago at theage of 19 years, 
and was buried at Wainut Hill Cemetery. 
The suicide was not discovered until about 
8 @. m. to-day, when the body was 
found in the cemetery, where it had been 


exposed tothe inclement weather all night. 
Mr. Bauman lefthishome at 124 West Main 
street yesterday afternoon for the residence 
of his married daughter, Mrs. John Blum, 
on South High street. He spent the after- 
noon with Mrs. Blum and leit her house in 
the evening, asshe thought, forhome, In- 
stead of returning to his own resi- 
dence he walked to Walnut Hill 
Cemetery, a mile distant from his daughter’s 
homes and committed suicide. Late inthe 
evening his family became alarmed over his 
failure toreturn home. A search was made 
for him and kept up all night without result, 
but about 8 a. m, to-day his dead body 
found in the cemetery. He 
himself in the fore- 
a revolver. His deed 
has occasioned the deepest surprise. He was 
one of the most estimabie citizens of Belle- 
ville, and was known asa sound, sensible 
business man. Bauman had conducted a 
large and prosperous bakery here for many 
ears and had reared quite a 
rge family. His social relations were 
ofthe most pleasant character. Two of his 
daughters, Mrs. E. P. Rogers and Mrs. John 
Blum, are happily married, and his eldest 
son, Julius Bauman, holas a responsible 
position in a large dry goods house here, The 
only reason advanced for his suicideis grief 
at the death of the daughter over whose 
rave he shot himself. Mr. Bauman was a 
alf-brother of John B. Bowman, the mur- 
Gered Mayor of East st. Louls. He was a

A. M., and stood high in the Masonic fra- 
ternity.

Uuder the influence of a brisk wind 
and a June sun quite a heavy shower would 
be dried up before it would have any effect 
upon seedinthe ground, consequentiy the latest 
sown fleids in some districts are a failure to start 
with. Thisdoes not affect wheat, these very late 
sowings being mostly bariey, with some patches of 
oats. Late broadcast seeding has suffered most, as 
the surface was dried in harrowing and the moisture 
since has not been sufficientto bring on the crops. 
Some sections want rain, and six weeks of forcing 
weather is required by the crop at large.

POSTAL PROGRESS. 


Money Order System Extended to Thous- 
ands of Villages. 


WASHINGTON, July 9.—Nearly 9,000 new 
money order offices will be the result of the 
recent order which changes the rule govern- 
ing the creation of such offices. Prior to 
April last a Post-office must havea revenue 
of at feast $250 before it would have the right 
to issue money orders. Then it was the rule 
that offices be given this privilege when ap- 
plication was made by the postmaster or 


citizens. But now any office having receipts 
of not less than $200 is made a money order 
office without further preliminaries. The ex- 
tension of this system to small towns Is be- 
lieved to bea great public convenience. At 
the close of the last fiscal pear there were 
some 9,000 money order offices in existence.
